COLUMBIA, Mo. July 30.— 
Glaring sunshine, high ' tempera- 
tures and hot winds for the last 
several days have nearly put the 
finishing touch to growing cfops 
in Missouri, says the weekly weath- 
er and crop bulletin issued here 
today by the United States Weath- 
er Bureau. ; 

From one-fourth to three- 
fourths of the State corn crop is 
now valueless, but some could be 
used for fodder if cut at once. 
None is fit for silage, the report 
continues. In some of the North- 
western counties from Jackson to 
Nodaway and Atchison and in the 
Missouri River lowlands’ rain 
might save. part of the crop, 
Meadows and pastures are worth- 
less. ’ 

Very little relief from drouthy 
conditions was afforded durifig the 
last week, although a few bene- 
ficial showers were reported in 
widely scattered sections. ‘The 30- 
degree drop in temperature 
brought some relief to vegetation. 

For persistence, for widespread 
suffering of man and beast and 
nearly disastrous effects on vege- 
tation and growing crops, only the 
heat and drouth of the crop sea- 
son of 1901 is comparable with this 
season, the report adds. 

The severity of the drouth has 
no better gauge than the stream 
flow. Wells and creeks are dry 
and the main rivers are at record 
lows, water is being hauled long 
distances in some sections and fast- 
drying wells and creeks point to 
no reserve ground water. 

In cases of this kind, local thun- 
dershowers will be of little benefit. 
General soaking rains of several 
days’ duration are needed, but such 
rains may be possible but hardly 
probable before Sept. 15. 

The week’s temperature record 
of 112 degrees was reported from 
Mexico, while the minimum of 50 
was reported at Maryville. The 
2.15-inch rat St Jefferson City 
was the heaviest of the week, but 
several stations reported no rain- 
fall at all. 


Drouth Worst on Record, Weather 
Bureau Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 30.—The 
drouth which for months has 
baked large areas between the 
Rocky Mountains and the Appala- 
chians was declared today to be the 
worst the country has experienced 
since the keeping of state-wide 
weather records was begun. 

JI. B. Kincer, meteorologist of 
the Department of Agriculture, 
described it as unparalleled in the 
records which reach back 40 or 50 
years. 

Farmers who have watched 
their crops wither under almost 
unprecedented high temperature 
accompanying moisture deficien- 
cies, particularly corn, pastures and 
fall truck crops, received no en- 
couragement. The . forecast di- 
vision of the Weather Bureau said 
no relief was in sight for several 
days more at least. 

“Every additional day without 
rain,” Kincer said, “notwithstand- 
ing cooler weather, necessarily will 
further reduce crop prospects.” 

Winter wheat harvest, however, 
is nearing completion without ap- 
preciable .damage. Cogsidcrable 
deterioration of the late spring 
wheat was reported bat harvesting 
of the early crop is well advanced. 

Cotton has suffered in some sec- 
tions. 

The bureau said the “larger 
part” of the corn crop in Missouri 
was reported ruined to such an ex- 
tent that it cannot be. used even 
for silage. “Serious and irrepara- 
ble injury’ was reported to the 
crop in most of Ohio; “decided de- 
terioration” in’ Indiana; losses “al- 
ready serious” in Illinois with 
further deteration; Iowa, “hot and 
dry”; much upland corn in Okla- 
homa “burned beyond recovery’; 
much of the Nebraska crop is 
‘still fair’ but damage ‘has been 
heavy. 


HOOVER.URGES DEPARTMENT

Nanking Government

SHANGHAI, July 30.—All foreign 
property in Changsha, once béauti- 
ful capital of Hunan Province, is 
thought today to be destroyed or 
doomed by the communist hordes 
that looted and burned most of the 
city, which has a population of 
nearly 1,000,000. Foreign mission- 
aries here characterize the depreda- 
tions as the ‘worst setback mission- 
ary endeavor in China has had in 
recent years. 

The worst feature, most of the 
missionaries said, was the plunder- 
ing by Red forces which surpassed 
in seriousness the most recent simi- 
lar outbreak at Nanking in 1926. 

Although detailed information 
was lacking, missionaries here said 
it seemed certain all missions in 
Changsha were ta be destroyed, if 
they. had not already been demol- 
ished. 

Although not all foreigners es- 
caped from Changsha to protecting 
American, British and Japanese 
gunboats, there has beén no report 
of loss of life among foreigners. 
The warships were forced by the 
falling water of Siang River to 
withdraw five miles from Chang- 
sha. The gunboats were unable 
to prevent destruction of foreign 
property by the Reda. 

The Reds ceased their indiscrim- 
inate burning of all property when 
they forwarded a demand for 
$420,000 to bankers and merchants 
but kept up the carnival of looting 
foreign institutions and business 
places and then applying the torch 
to buildings after distributing to 
street rabble the loot from the 
houses of “foreign devils.” 

Piling the loot in the streets, 
communists permitted the mobs to 
help themselves. The rabble appar 
ently did not resent the invasion 
and made off with the spoils. 
What little resistance was offered 
came from well-to-do Chinese, who 
were robbed and then either slain 
Or roughly handled. 


Much of City in Ruins. 


A large part of the city lay in 
ruins. Beautiful foreign mission 
properties were smoking heaps of 
stone, brick, steel. and debris. 

Apparently doomed to destruc- 
tion were large office buildings, 
foreign consulates and residences 
on an island in the Siang River 
adjoining the walled city. Among 
these were the offices of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of New York and the 
Texas Co. and the British consul- 
ate, 

Tremendous stocks and instafla- 
tions of the two oil companies on 
the outskirts of the city also 
seemed destined for destruction. 

No definite word was received as 
to the fate of four missionaries 
thought to have remained in the 
city. They were the Rev. W. H. 
Lingle of the Presbyterian Board 
of Foreign Missions; Dr. Allen N. 
Cameron, representative of a 
branch of the Galilee Baptist 
Church of Denver, Colo.; Miss Ger. 
trude Rugg, of the British China 
Inland Mission, and an Italian 
Catholic priest.

CHICAGO, July 30.—Frank Fog, 
fer, indicted guuman, was identified 
in court today by Traffic Policeman 
Anthony Ruthy as the man he 
chased through throngs of shop- 
pers on June 9 as he fled from the 
scene of the murder of Alfred J.

“Did you ever see the man after 
that?” asked Harold Levy, defense 
counsel seeking Foster’s release. 

Ruthy hesitated, then _ said, 
“Him,” pointing to Foster. 

Ruthy was asked if he was posi- 
tive. 

“That's 
clared. 

Mrs. Foster, in the audience, 
turned white and her husband 
frowned. She had accompanied him 
back from California when he wus 
brought home under heavy guard, 
ostensibly to tell what he could of 
the ownership of the snub-nosed 
revolver found beside Lingle’s body. 

Judge Trude ordered Foster to 
trial Sept. 9, or admitted to bail. 

Police have said all along that 
they could prove Foster was at the 
murder scene. They have never 
contended that he was the actual 
killer, however.

which at one time, as police sub- 
sequently learned, was owned by 
Foster. On these facts Foster was 
indicted as a principal participant 
in the crime. °:

TURN EAD BRIDGE 
QVERTOCHTY NOW 


Head of Road Tells Neun 
Future Payment of $140,- 
000 Rental Would Have 
to Be Guaranteed First. 


Henry Miller, president of the 
Terminal Association, today in- 
formed President Neun of the 
Board of Aldermen, acting Mayor, 
that he was willing to turn over 
Eads Bridge highway to the city as 
a free public thoroughfare if the 
Terminal is assured of payment at 
some future time, with interest | 
from the time of opening. 

Neun, in telling of the conversa- 
tion, said it would be possible to 
obtain use of Eads Bridge ‘highway 
as soon as the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, and the Board 
of Aldermen, which meets in Sep- 
tember, can give the desired guar- 
antees of future payment.

— As 
the world’s iaigest dirigible was 
crossing the Atlantic today work- 
men had passed the halfway mark 
in the construction of a United 
States airship larger even than the 
R-100. 4 
Besides being nearly one-third 
larger than the British dirigible, 


the American ship, named the Ak- 
ron, will incorporate half a dozen 
revolutionary features designed to 
increase itseffectiveness. Where 
{the R-100 holds only 6,150,000 
cubic feet of gas, the Akron will 
hold 6,560,000. 
785 feet long as contrasted with 
the 709-foot length of the R-100. 
The R-100 has cruising radius 
of about 6000 miles, but the Ak- 
ron will be able to fly 10,580 with- 
out refueling. 
In the Akron, for the first time, 
there will be an airplane hangar, 
housing five fast fighting planes 
for scouting or protective purposes. 
Because inflammable hydrogen is 
the lifting gas in the R-100, the 
British dirigifle’s motors must be 
outside the hull of the ship. Eight. 
motors, with shafts running to pro- 
pellors outside, will be inside the 
hull of the helium-inflated Akron. 
These propellors will have a swivel 
arrangement so they may be used 
to push or pull, raise or lower the 
big gas bag. 
For the first time a United 
States dirigible will carry guns 
when the Akron takes flight. It 
will be equipped to carry 16 .56- 
caliber machine guns. The aver- 
age machine gun _ fires bullets of 
only .30 caliber. ° 

While American naval! officials 
thinks the Akron will be more 
modern -than the R-100, Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Charlies E. Rosen- 
dahl, a former commander of the 
Los Angeles, has planned to leave 
Washington in time to watch the 
Montreal ground crew handle the 
British srip. A new mooring mast 
there more than 200 feet high, or 
30 feet taller than any in the 
United States, is to be used. The 
Akron is scheduled for completion 
by next June at a cost of $5,375,- 
000, while a sister ship, the ZRS-5, 
costing $2,450,000, probably will 
be finished in the latter part of 
next year.

SEARCH FR PERSONS 
WHO BURED DOG AVE 


Animal Rescued From Hole in 
Which It Was Iggprisoned 
Under Slab. 


Puzzling circumstances ccnnected 
with the finding of a dog buried 
alive in a woods near West Floris- 
sant and Taylor avenues are com- 
plicating the investigation of the 
Humane Society of Missouri. It is 


caring for the dog, a cross between 
a collie and a shepherd, at its shel- 
ter, 1210 Macklind avenue, while 
seeking the owner and endeavor- 
ing to apprehend those respcnsible 
for burying the animal. 

James G. Ware, a watchman, re- 
ported discovering the buried dog 
as he was hunting owls in the 
wood. Hearing a dog bark under 
his feet, he said, he dug away 
some dirt and found the dog impris- 
cned in a small hole beneath sev- 
eral boards and a marble slab. 
Ware notified the Humane Society 
yesterday, 24 hours after he had 
freed the dog. He said when he 
freed the dog he found an empty 
rusty can half imbedded in the 
bottom of the hole. But when Rob- 
ert FSellag, secretary of the soci- 
ety, visited the hole yesterday “he 
discovered instead of an empty can 
a new can filled with fresh water. 
Ware said that can was not there 
when he cleared away the debris 
over the hole, which is dug in the 
side of a bank and is about two 
feet deep, three feet long and two 
feet wide. ‘Another hole, nct quite 
so large, was found partly filled 
with leaves about 30 feet away. 

The dog, a female, was tethered 
with a chain to a board's stuck 
cross-wise in the hole, She had 
bitten the end of the board and 
the condition of her nails indicat- 
ed she had scratched frantically 
in her efforts to escape. Ware said 
the dog “jumped out like a jack-in- 
the box’’ when he opened the hole.

250,000,000 Candle Power 
Searchlight in University 
City to Be Restored. 


An electric searchlight which was 
one of the marvels of the World's 
Fair in 1904, casting & 250,000,000- 
candlepower beam from the tep of 
the Magazine Building, then, as 
now, the City Hall of University 
City, is to be restored for service. 

Twenty-six years ofd though it is, 
the light, with its five-foot lens, 
will be much more powerful than 
any now known to exist, notwith- 
standing the development of effi- 
cient airplane beacons, according to 
Mayor Eugene T. Ruth Jr., who 
announced yesterday that the 
Board of Aldermen had instructed 
him to bave the light reconditioned 

4 put in use again. 

" Senne, he said, told him that 
on clear dark nights the light might 
be seen as far away as Jefferson 
City, more than 100 miles and al- 
most half-way across the State. City 
Engineer Watler Heimbuecher told 
the Aldermen that when the light 
was in operation he could read a 
newspaper by its light at his home, 
then in Kirkwood. 

Beacons lighting air mail routes 
are equipped with 9,000,000-candle- 
power lights, visible under proper 
conditions for 10 miles. A 100,000,- 
000-candlepower light was exLib- 
ited by the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. as a tremendously pow-

Such 
bulbs would cost $125 each. The 
current required will cost about 65/ 
cents an hour.

John R. Brinkley announced to- 
day his radio “medical question 
box” would not be resumed, re- 
gardless of the Kansas Medical 


Board’s action on a complaint ask- 
ing revocation of his license to 
practice in this State. 
The announcement was made by 
the Milford (Kan.)“goat gland” 
specialist and hospital owner from 
the witness stand at the board's 
hearing on a complaint in which 
he is accused of gross immorality 
and unprofessional conduct. 
“My radio attorneys at Washing- 
ton have told me there is a legal 
question involved,” Dr. Brinkley 
said in answer to a question by 
Fred S. Jackson, one of his at- 
torneys. 
This feature of the station’s 
programs in which ills were diag- 
nosed and remedies prescribed was 
discontinued at the time Station 
KFKB's application for an exten- 
sion of its license was pending be- 
fore’the Federal Radio Commis- 
sion. The commission denied the 
appeal, but its order has been 
stayed by a ruling of the Court of 
Appeals of the District of Colum- 
bia. 
Disagrees With Own Witness. 
Dr. Brinkley’s direct examina- 
tion, which occupied nearly three 
and one-half hours yesterday, was 
concluded in the first few minutes 
of this morning’s session. 
“The keynote of good health is 
prevention,” Dr. Brinkley said in 
testifying he did not agree with 
the testimony of Dr. E. M. Perdue, 
Kansas City, Mo., who yesterday 
expressed opinion that he person- 
ally did not believe vaccines were 
of value. 
a Brinkley witness. 
Sweeping denial of the charges 
of gross immorality and unpro-, 
fessional conduct filed against him 
by Dr. L. F. Barney, a former 
president of the Kansas Medical 
Society, was made by Dr. Brinkley 
in his direct examination yester- 
day. He testified gland transplan- 
tation as he practiced it was not 
in the experimental stage. 
The physican reviewed his edu- 
cation qualifications as cross-ex- 
amination was opened by W. C. 
Ralston, Assistant Attorney-Gener- 
al. He testified he had _ spent 
three years in the Bennett Medical 
College when it was an eclectic 
school, but that he failed to com- 
plete the four-year course because 
he was behind in his tuition. He 
said he later received degrees from 
the Eclectic Medical University of 
Kansas City, Mo.; the Kansas City 
College of Medicine and Surgery, 
and the Royal University of Pavia, 
Italy, the latter being annulled 
after it was granted. 
The “Compound Operation.” 
Explaining his early work in the 
highly controversial field of his 
endeavor, Dr. Brinkley testified 
yesterday he had named his widely 
advertised operation “compound 
operation because we did not want 
to call it a goat gland operation.” 
He said his “compound opera- 
tion” had met with “success” in 
treatment of enlarged — prostates 
beyond his expectations and that 
only 50 to 75 per cent of the pa- 
tients suffering trom this disorder 
who applied at his hospital were 
accepted for treatment. 
Dr. Brinkley testified ‘he adopt- 
ed his mail and radio advertising 
methods after “conscientious — at- 
tempts” to introduce his technique 
to the medical profession through 
publication in journals had met 
with failure. His membership in 
the American Medical Society, he 
said, was terminated through re- 
fusal of a county society to accept 
him as a member after his arrival 
at Milford 13 years ago.- 
He testified that at the invita- 
tion of Harry Chandler, publisher 
of the Los Angeles Times, he went 
to California several years ago and 
performed gland transplantation 
operations on a number of patients, 
including seven members of the 
newspaper's staff. One of the seven, 
he mid, died after a subsequent op- 
eration by another surgeon. 
Denies Using Profanity, 
The physician denied ever hav- 
ing used obscene or profane lan- 
guage in his talks over a radio sta- 
tion operated in connection with 
his hospital. Asked whether he 
ever had given birth control in- 
formation over the radio, he re- 
ferred to one instance in which he 
had advised the mother of a large 
family. ; 
Defending his practice of diag- 
nosing and prescribing over the 
radio in his “medical question box 
talks,” Dr, Brinkley said it was 
started after his mail became too 
large to be, answered’ by corre- 
spondence.

Basis of Co-Operation. 


There must be co-operation he- 
tween the two units, and to that 
end there must be a basis for a be- 
ginning of that co-operation, Reai- 
izing this necessity, committees 
representing the city and county 
Chambers of Commerce met over 
two years ago to consider a solu- 
tion of the greatest civic problem 
that confronts the citizens of this 
community. <A citizens’ council of 
400 was created, half its members 
from the city and half from the 
county.

After months of intensive study, 
of consultation and of investiga- 
tion, this group of 400 representa- 
tive citizens worked out the details 
of a comprehensive, well-reasoned, 
metropolitan plan based, not upon 
individual opinions and desires, but 
upon carefully gathered facts and 
carefully weighed judgments. Al- 
though we recognize that no plan 
can be unanimously agreed to, that 
no plan is perfect, certainly a plan 
predicated on such a background 
and directed to the solution of such 
a vital problem should receive the 
most sympathetic and fair-minded 
consideration of all good citizens. 
The plan for the metropolitan 
area was developed first: In other 
words, it: was thought best that a 
general plan for metropolitan co- 
operation should be outlined prior 
to the preparation of any, amend- 
ment, so that the views of every- 
body could be ascertained and the 
governmental functions to be in- 
cluded in the constitutional amend- 
ment decided upon. 

Plan in General. 


The plan agreed upon by the 
counclt of 400 was in general this: 

First, full recognition should be 
given to the principles of local 
self-government, which form the 
basis of that local pride and tradi- 
tion which constituted one of the 
obstacles to co-operation.

T. P. Gore, blind former Senator 
who dropped out of the political 
world for 10 years only to make 
a spectacular retarn and Charles 
J. Wrightsman, millionaire oi] man 
of Tulsa, today were racing neck 
and neck for the lead in the con- 
test for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination in Oklahoma, 

As returns came in from yester- 
day's primary, it became apparent 
that Gore and Wrightsman would 
be forced to fight it out for the 
nomination in the runoff primary 
Aug. 12. 

A veteran of early Oklahoma pol- 
tics, W. H. (Alfalfa Bill) Murray, 
who came back from Bolivia re- 


cently after an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to establish a colony was far 
ahead of his nearest opponent for 
the Democratic nomination for the 
governorship but it did not seem 
he would get enough votes to avoid 
a run-off. 

Murray had a 32,000 lead over 
his nearest opponent, Frank But 
tram, Oklahoma City oil million- 
aire, who only this year entered 
politics. E. B. Howard, former 
Congressman from Tulsa, who had 
shifted throughout the night for 
third place wit M. E. Trapp, for- 
mer Governor, was in third place 
again today. 

Returns on Scnatc~-ship. 

With 1555 precincts of 3338 in 
the State reported in the Senatorial 
race, Wrightsman held the lead. 
He had 32,899 votes; Gore had 
$2,818; Henry S. Johnston, former 
Governor, 24,687; Lee Cruce, for- 
mer Governor, 18,065, and J. B. A. 
Robertson, former Governor, 7100. 

Indications that United States 
Senator Pine, Republican incum- 
bent, would not face a run-off pri- 
mary were given in the vote he re- 
ceived with 510 precincts reported. 
He had then polled 12,235, while 
his twe Republican opponents had 
a total of 4285. 

Returns from 1912 of the State's 
3338 precincts for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor gave 
Murray 74,136; Buttram, 42,075; 
Howard, 22,224; M. E. Trapp, for- 
mer Governor, 21,773; Frank Bai- 
ley, 7305. 

Murray’s Career. 

After serving as president of the 
Oklahoma Constitutional .Conven- 
tion in 1907, speaker of the State 
House of Representatives and 
member of Congress*for two terms, 
Murray retired from public life in 
1916. He led two bands of colon- 
ists into the wilds of Bolivia, but 
the adversities of frontier life dis- 
couraged his followers and Murray. 
followed the last of them back to 
the States less than a year ago. 

Gore, attaining the Senatorship 
at Statehood, was in the limelight 
during much of the 13 years he 
served in the Senate. He is noted 
for his eloquence. 

During the World War he was 
one of Wilson’s leaders in the Sen- 
ate and took an important part 
in farm legislation. 

The economic platforms of both 
Gore and Murray found favor in 
the agricultural districts, depressed 
by low prices of farm crops and the 
drouth. 

All eight congressional .incum- 
bents apparently were assured of 
renomination,

ROME, July 30.—King Victor 
Emmanuel, observing the thirtieth 
anniversary of the beginning of his 
reign, attended mass yesterday in 
the Pantheon near the tomb of his 
father, King Humbert, who 30 
years ago yesterday was assassi- 
nated at Monza, near Milan. 
In the afternoon Fascists and 
patriotic associations paraded from 
the Piazza Venezia to the Pan- 
theon to place a wreath on King 
Humbert’s tomb. 
Telegrams and other messages of 
congratulation and felicitation 
were sent to the King from many 
points in Italy and outside the 
country. 
Out of respect to the memory of 
King Humbert, no public celebra- 
tion was anywhere permitted, but 
Italy is preparing for a real cele- 
bration on the anniversary of the 
King’s formal accession 10 days 
hence.

TURKEY DEMANDS 
GESSION FROM PERSIA 


Sends Note Protesting Against 
Raids by Kurds—-Expected 
to Seize Territory. 


By the Associated Press. — 
ISTANBUL, Turkey, July 30.— 


With at least 70,000 Turkish sol- 
diers ranked along the Turco-Per- 
sian and Turco-Irak frontiers, the 
Turkish Government yesterday sent 
a note to Persia complaining 


against Kurdish incursions into 
Turkish territory. ; 

Well-informed circles say the 
note touches on the necessity of 
Persia ceding to Turkey the Ay- 
dagh district. Thia lies between 
the Turco-Persian and Russo-Per- 
sian frontiers, where Mount Ara- 
rat descends into Persian territory, 
and by it the Kurdish rebels are 
enabled to escape from the be- 
sieging Turks, 

The Turkish troops, after exter- 
binating many bands of Kurds who 
had been laying waste the Prov- 
ince of Van, cornered the rest of 
the invaders on Mount Ararat, but 
without occupying Aydach they 
cannot completely encircle Mount 
Ararat. 

It is predicted Rere that Persia 
will refuse to cede Aydach and 
Turkey will take it by force, 
Support is lent to these predic- 
tions by a speech of Prime Minis- 
ter Ismet Pasha at Angora, in 
which he commented strongly on 
foreign responsibility for Turkey's 
trouble with the Kurds,

The thread of the talk was tak- 
sn up again at the resplendent and 
highly bourgeois hotel where the 
soviet film director is staying.

plunge into its gold and pearl- 
fecked ozone would be too much 
of a shock.

N the early nineties there were 
| 20 more than four persons en- 

gaged in this country in song 
writing. My interest in popular 
music had begun on the tour of 
“Daniel Boone.”” I discovered that 
by dressing up local ballads and 
melodies for the family act, songs 
could be popularized over a wide 
area. 


My first song about Broadway 
was called “The Broadway Girl,’ a 
melody that haunted me, as we 
song writers insisted on having it, 
from the days I sat in the orches- 
tra pit as a second violinist right 
up through to the Robinson’s 
Theater, Buffalo, and the Rocky 
Point engagements. 


There were among the few song 
writers Gugsie L. Davis and Paul 
Dresser, Theodore Dreiser's brother 
from Terre Haute, Ind. Panl 
wrote, you remember, those bucolic 
songs, starting the fad with his 
“On the Banks of the Wabash.” 

Nearly.all our early songs were 
English and the .writers American- 
ized them. I used to get as high as 
$2 a verse when I became expert 
in the work. 

The first song I ever wrote was 
“Why Did Nellie Leave Her 
Home?” I took it to Witmark’s 
and the fellow who looked over it 
said: ‘It’s a pretty bad song. 
sonny, but we know your father 


and we are going to publish it.” 


That early winter I sang it all 
over Union Square and taught ali 
my friends the words. Finally, the 
song appeared in print and they 
hadn’t usel: my words at all. t 
nearly lost my reputation as a song 
whiter. 

I had to learn the other fellow’s 
words and swallow them and tell 
everybody I had changed them. 
But in 1919 I returned the comipii- 
ment to Witmark'’s by changing 
about everything that could be 
changed in a musical piece called 
“The Royal Vagabond,” which 1! 
had taken over from them. ‘They 
ruined the identity of my first 
song by rewriting the words ahd 
I ruined the identity of their 
operetta by rewriting the whole 
show.

there were sketches for vaudeville 
people and material to write for 
comedians. The calis exceeded the 
supply. Lew Dockstader asked me 
to dash off some songs and patter 
for his act—the biggest comp)i- 
ment of all. Things were picking 
up. 

But I wanted to get back to 
Broadway with my family. The 
Four Cohans finally met in solemn 
conclave, deciding after a long ses- 
sion that we belonged en masse to 
the stage. .The die was cast. We 
would return as a four-act. We 
would cling to Broadway. 

And we did, A week later we 
engagement in 
Brooklyn. 

Zipp’s Casino in Brooklyn was-a 
regulation beer hall—a good place 
to break in our act. Friendly 
folks; wonderful suds.

ARRIERS didn't seem to daunt 
+ us, but just the same it was 
several years before we could 
get a Hyde & Behman hearing. We

and virtually quarantined in Brook- 
lyn. However, Old George Huber, 
the house manager, who was dif- 
ferent than the Broadway peacocks 
became friendly and assured us of 
a run at Zipp’s. We stayed there 
five or six weeks. |. 

S. Z. Poli about that time opened 
his first variety house in New 
Haven, where we took a single 
week’s booking. There, was noth- 
ing in sight for New York, sO we 
jumped to the Middle West to edify 
the Moore circuit, of museums. We 
received -in payment for the fam, 
liy’s honest toil, doing five frolics 
daily, what Josephine had found 
in a single pay envelope for eight 
performances weekly on Broadway. 

It may have seemed qitite. un- 
businesslike, but a young man had 
gone West, heralded as the proper 
thing to do. And the family made 
no complaint, least of all Josie. We 
met many old-timers and we 
learned about Broadway in Sioux 
City, Ia. It was Robert-Campbell, 
son of Bartley Campbell, a famous 
playwright, who told us much 
about My Street. He again re- 
freshed my mind recently. 

Mr, Campbell was connected 
with A. M. Palmer and our intro- 
duction to him came during a lay- 
off period in Chicago. To him I 
am most grateful for reminding 
me recently of incidents, he told 
me in the old days. 

Mr. Palmer was a dignified and 
estimable theater owner and pro- 
ducer. He had been discovered as 
a person who belonged to the thea- 
ter while employed at the Mercan- 
tile Library, near Union Square. 
His benefactor was Sheridan 
Shook, a Republican politician, 
who was interested in the finan- 
cial difficulties of show business. 


- Young Palmer was a scholarly, 


mild-mannered fellow; he was 
made the manager of the Union 
Square Theater by Mr. Shook. I 
mention his book background 
merely to establish that all pro- 
ducers do not spring from cloaks 
and suits, 

However, shortly after my ar- 
rival on this earth, Mr. Palmer was 
doing nicely, Dion Boucicault was 
a full grown Broadway success and 
Bronson Howard. had become a} 
foremost American playwright. 

His 
“The Shaughraun,” originally pro- 
duced at the Drury Lane Theater 
in London, had enjoyed a long stay 
at Wallack’s, afterward known as 
the Star. 

Mr. Boucicault was-born Dec. 26, ) 
1822, in Dublin, the son of a 
French refugeé and an Irish moth- 
er. Before 20 he had attained a 
secure hold on the theater, both 
as an actor and a playwright. 
From 18568 to 1869 he devoted his 
talents to Broadway, going to En- 
giand shortly afterward, where he 
remaingd for six years. He re- 
turned to America for “The 
“Shaughraun”’ and, except for oc- 
casional visits to Europe, he made 
his home here. He died in 1390. 

“The Streets of London”- and 
“after Dagk” were among his later 
writings. “After Dark” was re- 
vived a year ago in Hoboken, 
thereby putting an old show and 
an old town back on the map. And 
following this splurge the thriller 
took hold of the country as far as 
the West Coast. 


William A. Brady holds the 
rights to “After Dark” and St. 
John Ervine, an English critic, 


holds the honor for making the 
revival popular. It was,Mr. Er- 
vine who, by calling attention to 
the pigs’ knuckles and the hospi- 
tality of Hoboken, possibly saved a 
show for the first time by writing 
about food. And don’t forget the 
beer. Mr. Ervine was the visiting 
critic (séason of 1928-29) for the
